GREAT FORTUNE PASSES 
TO MOTHER EDDY'S KIN 


Hannis Taylor, Ex-Senator 
Chandler and Others Declare 
Will Is Null and Void---In- 
junction Is Asked to Preent 
Any Disposition of the Prop- 
erty. 


Concord N. H., January 12.—That the 
residuary clause in the will of Mrs. 
Mary Baker G. Eddy, founder of the 
Christian Science church, is null and 
void, is the opinion of ex-United States 
Senator William E. Chandler, Hannis 
Taylor, of Washington, D. C., profes- 
sor of constitutional and international 
law at George Washington University, 
and others, as wziven out for publica- 
tion here today. The clause provides 
for a gift of about $2,000,000 to the 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, of 
Boston, known as the “mother church.” 

A stattue of New Hampshire prohibit- 
ing. a bequest to a chureh of over 
$5,000 annually is the basis of the opin- 
tion which is written by Profesor Tay- 
lor. 

Why Will Is Void. 

Refering to the residuary 
“null and void,” the opinion says: 

“As to the void gift the testatrix 
died intestate and its subject matter 
passed on her death to her next of 
kin under the New Hampshire laws of 
distribution. In closing paragraph 
the opiniom advises the attorney for 
the nextof kin,that such agreements 
and gontracts as they made with the 
ies: rix and her trustees in her life- 
£3: bind them only “to recognize as 
such provisions of her last will 
as are legally valid.”’ 

“To that extent,’’ continues the opin- 
ion, “you are bound and required to 
join with the executors in requesting 
; ; court of New Hampshire 
to admit such will to probate™ in 
solemn form in order that all] its pro- 
visions may prevail so far as they are 
not forbidden by law: “After you have 
so acted and performed every part of 
the agreemnmt you have entered into, 
it will remain for the courts of equity, 
federal or state, to construe the will 
in order to determine whether the resid- 
uary clause is valid or void.” 

The Facts Reviewed. 

Mr. Chandler, as counsel for the 
‘next friends,” in his letter to Profes- 
sor Taylor reviews the facts regarding 
Mrs. Eddy’s will and estat® and the 
‘next friends’ suit which resulted in 
Mrs. Eddy’s placing a large sum of 
money in trust for her son, Géorge W. 
Glover, of Lead, S. D., and his chil- 
dren. He then described his signing 
the agreement by which the “next 
friends” syit was settled ang adds! 

“Mr. Streeter (General Frank S58. 
Streeter, of Concorn) drew’ the agree- 
ment for my signature. When signing 
I took it for granted that Mrs. Eddy

would not, in giving away her prop- 
erty, undertake to violate public law. 
If I had thought she had already done 
so, by attempting to create a church 
with an endowment of $2,000,000, I 
should not have signed.’ 

Fight Over Estate. 

Late today a petition was filed in 
the superior court here by ex-Senator 
Chandier and other attorneys, asking 
the court for a construction of Mrs. 
Bddy’s will, particularly the clause 
relating to the residuary estate. 

The petitioners also pray for an in- 
junction against any disposition being 
made of the property in question pend- 
ing the construction of the residuary

Mrs. A.B. Pinkston Takes 


Poison in Jail. 


Was Held on Warrant Charg- 
ing Her With Being a Com- 
mon Cheatand Swindler, and, 
Rather Than Face Trial, Took 
Fatal Dose of Carbolic Acid. 


“Well, I’ve taken it,"’ said Mrs. A. B. 
Pinkston, alias Mrs. Nina Hall Pink- 
ston, last night at 8:50 o’clock at the 
Tower, as she dashed.a three-ounce 
bottle, labeled “carbolic acid,” .to the 
floor. 

“And ‘here goes another,” she con- 
tinued,. placing a similar bottle to her 
lips, which was knocked away by 
“Dutch,” a trusty, who was carrying a 
bunk into the hospital room, before 
she could add its contents to the other 
dose which already showed in’ her 
flaming Nps and mutilated speech. 

She was thurried downstairs, where 

such remedies as were close at hand 
were given her, until the Grady hos- 
pital with the ambulance physician ar- 
rived. Everything possible was done 
for her, but the fatal dose had done 
its work, and she died within ten min- 
utes after it had passed her lips. 
. Mrs. Pinkston had been an inmate of 
the Tower only about a quarter of.an 
hour when she died. She was brought 
from Valdosta on the late train, and 
reached the jail at 8:45 o’clock. She 
was taken to the fifth floor, to the hos- 
pital ward, where the women are képt 
on account of the superior accommoda- 
tions there. 

“She stepped into the toilet room for 
a minute, and when she reappeared she 
carried the empty phial in her hana, 
and snatched the other from her 
bosom as she broke the empty one on 
the floor. % 

No one saw her drink the polson, 
and her dying remark was addressed 
to Mrs. Mattie McConnell, apother 
prisoner. ‘‘Dutch,"”” who prevented her 
drinking the second bottle, was in the 
ward, earrying up a bunk for Mrs. 
Pinkston's accommodation. 

Mrs. Pinkston was arrested in Val- 
dosta on a warrant sworn out by J. E. 
Price, of 393 Courtland street, who is 
credit manager of Daniel Brothers’ 
furnishing store. The warrant was 
taken out before Judgé S. H. Landrum, 
January 11, and charged Mrs. Pinkston 
with “being a common cheat and 
swindler.”’ 

Mr. Price refused last night any 
Statement relative to the warrant, 
but it is understood on good authority 
that Mrs. Pinkston has gotten goods 
from that firm amounting to nearly 
$90 in value, for which, it is said, sne 
had. never. paid. . 

The names of the 
Pinkston are unknown at present, but 
it is understood that she has peopie 
living here, some of whom are promi- 
nently connected. No funeral ar- 
rangements have been made. 

This is the first suicide at the Tower 
in about four years. The last one was 
a white man, who hanged himself in 
his cell and was found dead next morn- 
ing when the jailer went in to waxe 
him up.

Long Step Taken Towards Weld- 
ing the South and 
Northern Branches 


CHATTANOOGA CHURCHES 
RESOLVE TO CONSOLIDATE 


Southern and Northern Meth- 
odists Decide to Unite and 
Build One Great Church in 
Chattanooga: and Be One 
People---The Basis of Agree- 
ment. | 


Chattanooga, Tenn., January 12.—A 


long step was taken here today tn the 
organic union of Methodism in Amer- 
ica, when the Centenary Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, and the 
Methodist Episcopal Church (northern 
branch) agreed to consolidate and build 
one great church and be one people. 

A meeting of interest to American 
Methodism as a whole was held in 
this city today at noon. Twenty-five 
representatives of each branch ef 
Methodism met and discussed the fu- 
ture of Chattanooga Methodism. Mem- 
bers of these two churches, which sep- 
arated in 1845 on’ account of political 
and ecclesiastical differences, declared 
themselves one in spirit, and, while 
recognizing loyalty to their respective 
denominations, every speaker showed 
himself unalterably in favor of a re- 
union of the Methodist family in 
America. 

John A, Patten and Bishop Willlam 
Anderson, both members of the com- 
mission on organic union, participated 
in the discussion» President John H. 
Race, of Chattanooga university, made 
a strong appeal for union. 

The Basis of Agreement. 

The basis of agreement reached be- 

tween the two churches is as follows: 


“The joint conference committee, 
composed of representatives from the 


Firsts M t Hpise eb ands 
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Church, South, Chattanobga, met at 
the Hotel Patten on Tuesday, January 
10, 1911, and, after consideration of the 
relations of the two churches repre- 
sented in the conference, the following 
conclusions Were reached: 

a“First. The two churches were 
planted in proximity to each other. 
each represeriting its respective de- 
nomination and each undertaking to 
occupy the most advantageous position 
for serving its own constituency. Sep- 
arated by only a short distance, the 
two churches have grown side by side 
in numbers, in influence and in 
Strength,, each in a large measure the 
representative church of its respective 
denomination in the city of Chatta- 
nooga. During all the years that the 
churches have lived and wrought in 
such close proximity to each other the 
fraternal relations between the two 
have constantly grown and strength- 
ened until the two churches have be- 
come one in spirit.

WOMAN AGAINST WOMAK 
INTHE POISONING CASE 


Miss Evans Declares Mrs. 
Schenk Said Husband Would 
Die, and Even Picked Out 
Undertaker ---- Alleged Mrs, 
Schenk Called Husband's’ 
Relatives ‘Dutch Devils.”

Wheeling, W. Va, January 12.—It 
was woman against woman at today’s~ 
session of the Schenk triaj when Alma 
J. Evans, a professional] nurse, recitg¢ 
on the stand her story against Laura 
Farnsworth Schenk and the circum- 
stances which influenced her ‘to 
suspect that John O. Scnenk was being 
poisoneg by his wife. 

Her testimony dealt 
with the accused woman. 

It was Miss Evans who attended 
Schenk during his iliness and the 
state brought out on direct examina« 
tion the statement from her that Mrs, 
Schenk; hag lost her love for the 
wealthy pork packer. She testified 
that time and again Mrs. Schenk had 
instructed her that if John died sud- 
denly to go to his trousers pocket as 
soon as the breath left his body, se- 
cure the keys to his safe deposit. box 
in a local bank and notify her before 
the- Schenks knew of the death. 

Called Them “Dutch Devils.” 

“You don’t know those ‘Dutch devils’ 
like I do,” the witness said Mrs, 
Schenk said to her on various oc- 
casions when referring to members of 
the Schenk family. 

Miss Evans testified that on October 
20 last Mrs. 
fortune-tellers and_told the nurse tha 
both had tolqd her Schenk could not 
live unt Christmas. Sne saiq Mrs. 
Schenk did little to aid her husband, 
going out in the evening, and once she 
was out all night. The witness de- 
clared that Mrs. Schenk opened the 
water bottles “so the nurse would 
not hurt her fingers,”’ and Schenk com- 
plaineg the water had a peculiar taste. 
It made him vomit, and when the wit- 
ness drank-.a giass to see if it was 
right, she, too, became ill. 

The state also brought out, through 
Dr. Charles D. Glazer, of Johns Hop- 
kins university, that the first bottle of 
mineral water sent him for analysis 
contained three and six-tenths grains 
of arsenic to the half gallon, and that 
the sample of quinine, which Schenk 
was also taking, contained seven 
grains of sugar of lead to the ounce. 

“Dummy” Bottles of Medicine. 

Miss Evans further testified that 
“dummy” bottles of medicine were 
kept in the bath room of the suite oc- 
cupied by Schenk at the North Wheel- 
ing ‘hospital, while the real remedies 
being given Schenk were kept in an- 
other part of the building. That the 
bottles were placed there as a decoy, 
and that the accused was given an Op- 
portunity to “doctor” them. That Mrs, 
Schenk had gone into the bath room, 
locked the door and remained inside 
for fifteen minutes. 

The defense, however, apparently 
scored when it was declared by Dr. 
Hupp, who was put on the stand late 
in the afternoon, that the medicine in 
the room had not been tampered with, 
and also, by cross-examination of Dr. 
Glazer, that a.second bottle of mineral 
water taken from the same room in 
which Mrs. Schenk was locked for 
some time had not been tampered with, 

The allegation that the wife had at- 
tempted to poison her husband after 
he had been removed to the hospital, 
the defense claimed, is shattered by 
the fact that broth and other articles 
of food prepared by Mrs. Schenk and 
taken to the hospital were not given 
the patient, but were preserved and 
analyzed, and no trace of poison was 
found in them, 

She Wanted “A Society Blood.” 

Miss Evans further declared that 
Mrs. Schenk had the undertaker se- 
lected who was to have charge of her 
husband's funeral.

Statement Explaining Why the 
Democrats Helped io Defeat 
Cannon Last Year and Yet 
Recently Voted to Sustain 
the Speaker. 


Washington, January 12.—A_ state- 


ment outlining the view of the demo- 
cratic party in the house as the 
meaning of the recent rules fight, set- 
ting forth the precedent that would 
hare been set !f the democrats had 
voted to overrule Speaker Cannon at 
that time, was issued today by Repre- 
sentative Champ Clark, the democratic 
leader of the house, and probable 
speaker of the next congress. 
Tempest in Teapot. 


The statement follows: 

“There is a tempest in a teapot about 
how the democrats voted on Monday 
on the question of sustaining Speaker 
Cannon's ruling. Some of the papers 
have-been charging that the democrats 
reversed their action of the 19th of 
March, 1910. This is an entire mistake. 
Every democrat who made speeches on 
the proposition pending on the 17th, 
18th and 19th of March, 1910, took par- 
ticular pains to state that the prece- 
dents were in favor of the speaker's 
ruling on that occasion. and that what 
we were then doing was revolutionary 
in its character.

The National Tariff Commission As- 
sociation closed its session today with 
the unanimous adoption of a resolu- 
tion demanding of congress the pas- 
sage at the present session of legis- 
lation creating a permanent tariff com- 
mission, “having functions and com- 
pensation analogous to the interstate 
commerce commission.” 

Many members of the senate and 
house were present at the banquet 
and among the speakers were Senators 
Lodge of Massachusetts, and Cummings, 
of lowa, and Representative J.ong- 
worth, of Ohio. 

“There are those who oppose the 
existing tariff and criticise it severe- 
ly,” said President Taft. “There are 
those who uphold it as a fair measure 
on the whole. Now, it seems to me 
that both may logically and properly 
support the creation of a commission 
whose findings, if the former isin the 
right, wil] indicate the necessity for 
tariff changes; and thatthe latter may 
wel] and consistently support the same 
commission with the hope and belief 
that the investigations will show that 
the present tariff is not unjust or un- 
equal in its operation, or if so, that It 
is only so in the case of a few sched- 
utes. 

“I quite agree with this association 
in favoring a consideration by con- 
gress of separate schedules or sepa- 
rate subjects matter affecteq by the 
tariff so as to prevent the action upon 
one schedule from being wnduly in- 
fluenced by promised action upon an- 
other.”’

New York, January 12.—The high- 
est death rate shown by any district 
of New York city is in the notorfous 
‘San Juan Hill,” inhabited principally 
by negroes, according to statistics 
given out by the health department 
for the year 1910. 

According to department figures, 
three hundred negroés out of every 
thousand born do not live. The aver- 
age death rate among negroes of all 
ages, as compared with whites in this 
city is just. double,

We may, moreover, count on the continuance of all of these 
agencies in the year now opening.

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BAITING PEARY. 


It is perfectly true that Captain Robert E. Peary himself in- 
vited a tardiness of recognition from his own government by his 
irascible course upon first returning to civilization, and, later; by 
apparently subordinating the interests of science and the natural 
skepticism of the public to his personal commercial interests. 

It is also true he has already paid rather dearly for these errors 
by the fiasco of his lecture tour and by the yet withheld confidence 
of the American people. 

None of these facts seem to justify what has all the appearance 
of being a deliberate effort to entrap him before the congressional 
committee charged with igvestigating his claims. to formal recog- 
nition by the government. 3 

One or two members of the committee have exhibited more of 
the qualities of the inquisitor than of the judge in their attitude 
toward the explorer. 

The country may find it somewhat difficult to sympathize with 
the captain’s rather calculating secretiveness, but it is equally in 
evidence that the American love for fair play. will not condone an 
“investigation” that is characterized in some respects more by the 
attributes of a baiting match than those of an unbiased tribunal] seek- 
ing the truth. 

The question as to whether Peary is entitled to the supreme 
distinction he seeks is an issue of fact, not prejudice. 

It would, of course, be incomparably easier to believe the be- 
guiling, magnetic and ingenious Dr. Cook than the shrewd, close- 
mouthed and businesslike Peary. 

But, at the last analysis, justice must be done in a matter 
whiclFis to bulk large in history. 

And it is not convincingly evident that justice can be done 
when the processes of investigation are so complicated with the 
shreds of dislike and of preconceived judgment.

When Mrs. Driscoll entered the 
court room her first act was to wheel 
around, face the audience and search 
with her wide-open blue eyes the 
many faces before her. If she was 
looking for anyone in particular, the 
man, perhaps, the officers sald was 
in the case, her search was fruitless. 

Her Husband's Friend. 

By her side stood the life-long 
friend of her late husband, Judge Al- 
vin D. Freeman, @nd he made a plea 
for the woman, asking that she be 
given a chance and that she be not 
punished by the court. 

“T have secured the consent of the 
manager of the Barclay Home,” stated 
Judge Freeman, “to allow Mrs. Dris- 
coll to stay at the home for several 
months.” 

“Are you. willing to do this?’ 
recorder asked Mrs. Driscoll. 

She simply answered, “Yes.” 

Judge Freeman further stated that 
he felt positive Mrs. Driscoll had not 
intended to abandon her child, as he 
had for several mont®s past tried to 
persuade her to place the little gir! 
in the keeping of relatives, and she 
always refused, saying she would 
rather take her own life than be 
separated from her little daughter. 

Mrs. Driscoll told tne recorder that 
she had left the little girl at the ne- 
gro house while she went out and 
tried to get work. 

Recorder Brovies decided to let Mrs. 
Driscol! go to the Barclay Home, and 
the charge against her for abandoning 
her child was dismissed. 

Virginia Driscoll, the little girl who 
hag been left at a negro house by her 
mother, is now at the home of Rev. 
George Driscoll, the brother of her 
late father, Captain John W. Dris- 
coll, at Blockton, Ala., which is near 
Birmingham. 

Last Chapter in the Story. 

This is the last chapter of one 
the most ftnteresting local stories that 
has occurred in Atlanta in a long 
while. Mrs. Driscoll is a very pretty 
young woman and not more than 21 
years of age. She was the second 
wife of Captain Driscoll, who was 
several years her senior, and she was 
his ward before her marriage. 

About a year ago Captain Driscoll 
died at Newnan, Ga., leaving his young 
widow and a little daughter 2 years 
of age. He left an estate worth a 
few’ thousand dollars and Judge Free- 
man was the executor. Mrs. Driscoll 
has been given about $600 since her 
husband's death, ang she has spent it 
all. There is still an income left for 
her and this money will be for 
defraying her expenses while she is in 
the Barclay Home. 

The police all along have said they 
had reasons to believe that a man 
came into the story. If this is so, he 
has disappeared, and the woman who 
decided to -let the love for the man 
triumph over her mother love for the 
child, is now bereft of both lover and 
child ang is a poor, lonely creature, 
whom the judge of the police court 
thought was to be more pitied than 
condemned.

WARM DISCUSSION 


Oliver Hogs Fattened, 
, Not Grown, on Corn. 


London & Elder Said Price Was 
Too Low on “Prime Corn- 
Fed Hogs,’”’ Which It Is---Mr. 
Oliver’s Happened to Be 
“Peanut Hogs.”

Atlanta’s reputation as a live stock 
market is being jealousy guarded by 
the live stock dealers of this city, and 
this, too, in spite of the fact that it 
has only been recently that quotations 
of the local live stock market have 
been sent to the outside world. 

A story in Wednesday’s Constitu- 
tion set out that W. J. Oliver, a well- 
known farmer of Shellman, Ga., had 
sold a carload of hogs. to a local 
packer for 7 cents per pound. It was 
further etateq that the hogs were 
partly corn-fed. 

And now comes one of the local live 
stock dealers with the complaint that 
the story does the local markets an 


injustice, in that it makes it appear 
that corn-fed hogs are bringing only 
7 cents here, while as a matter of fact 
they are being solq in carload lots 
daily for 8% to 8% cents per pound. 
Such a story, they .point out, ig cal- 
culated to hurt the local market. 
Said Price Was Too Low. 

The concern in question is that of 
London & Elder, whose place of busi- 
ness is located at the Miller Unton 
Stock Yards. This firm has sent to 
The Constitution the following com- 
munication: 

Editor Constitution: In justice to 
the Atlanta stock yards and live stock 
current quotations, which are pub- 
lished daily and which quote accurate- 
ly ang intelligently the prices which 
live cattle and hogs are bringing in 
Atlanta, we desire to state that if the 
load of hogs referred to in The Con- 
stitution as sold by W. J. Oliver at 7 
cents per pound were corn-fed, as 
stated, the hogs were sold 1% cents 
per pound under their market value. 
Our firm alone sold one car of corn 
hogs this week to a leading local 
packing company at 8% cents per 
pound, and another car of corn-fed 
hogs to the same firm for 8% cents 
per pound, and these prices were not 
above the market for prime corn-fed 
hogs, and such hogs do and should 
bring the top of the market. 

We think it is very misleading to 
the farmers and stock raisers to pub- 
lish the sale of hogs classified as prime 
corn-fed stock at 7 cents per’ pound, 
when in the same issue the published 
market quotations show such stock to 
be worth 8% to 8%. Why the car 
of Oliver hogs did not bring their 
value we don’t know, but in justice to 
our market we will say that if they 
were strictly corn-fed hogs in g£00d 
condition the Atlanta market price 
Was not less .than 814 cents. 

We think that with the 
ing put forth on the part 
Atlanta enterprises to encourage the 
farmers of Georgia to raise high- 
Class live stock. the impression should 
not be created that our farmers who 
Ship their stuff ta Atlanta ony get 
within 1% cents per pound of their 
value. , 

We know that the above statements 
are correct, for we have quoted only 
actual sales, an@ we have also sold 
during the week two cars of Georgia 
hogs fattened on peanuts at prices 
ranging from 7 to 7% cents which is 
about the correct price for peanut-fed 
hogs.

Cause of the Difference. 

The complaint of London & Elder 
arises; perhaps, through a misunder- 
standing. Mr. Oliver dia not state 
his hogs were “prime corn-fed hogs.” 
but only that they had been fattened 
on last year's, or 1909, corn. 

As a matter of fact, it is Stated they 
were peanut-grown hogs, while the 
corn was used only itn the fattening 
process. 

Mr. A wtell, to whom Mr. Oliver sold 
his hogs, feelg that there is no cause 
for complaint with the story as pub- 
lished, much less with the price Mr. 
Oliver received. 

“TH hogs could 
‘prime  corn-fed,’” 
Oliver admits that he fed them but a 
short time on corn, allowing them to 
‘rustle for themselves.’ al] Dut a few 
weeks in the vear. They were in re- 
ality ‘peanut hogs,’”’ Says the buver 
“which were Thursday, and are always, 
quoted at a cent or more less than 
corn-fed hogs.”’ 

There is no secret, he says, about 
the fact that hogs which are ratsed on 
anything other than corn always sel] 
for a full cent under the price of what 
is known as “prime corn-fed hogs.” 
He feels that Messrs. London & Elder 
failed to grasp the idea that the hogs 
in question were not of the higher 
classification. 

Still Another 
to express an opinion 
in the matter in question, President 
White, of the White Provision Com- 
pany, stated that the story, as he sees 
it, opens up another most interesting 
field for theught and researcen. 

“The one thing that struck me most 
forcefully about the story,” said Mr. 
White, “was the fact that Mr. Oliver 
succeeded in raising marketable hogs 
at such an unusually low figure by al- 
lowing them to ‘rustle for themselves,’ 
as he expressed it, for all save a week 
or so before shipping them to market. 
By this method, he tells us, he was 
able to raise the hogs at a cost not 
er.ceeding 4 cents per pound, whitch, 
to my mind, is cheap, indeed.

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DEFENSE ATTACKS 
STATE'S WITHESS 


First Sensation Develops 
in Lyens Trial. 


Testimony of T. M. Thomas 
Impeached by Score of Wit- 
nesses, Who Say He Could 
Not Have Seen the Shooting 
From Where He Stood. 


Cordele, Ga, January 12.—(Special.) 
The fourth day of the trial of W. B 
Lyens and Archie Lyens, father and 
son, for the murder of Fleming Smith 
came to a sudden stop at noon On ac- 
count of the illness of W. W. Bennett, 
of counsel for the accused. 

Considerable attention was paid to- 
day to the testimony of persons who 
examined the bullet and shot holes 
in the Jesup, Ga, drug store, where 
Smith was killed. J. B. lWyens, a 
brother of W. B. Lyens, told of stick- 
ing pencils im the shot holes to indi- 
cate the direction from which they 
had been fired. He said some of them 
came from where Smith was standing. 

The closing testimony of yesterday's 
proceedings by A. W. Owens, who swore 
that on April 7, 1909, he had a conver- 
sation with T. M. Thomas, and that 


Thomes said he did not see any of the 
shooting, has developed into what 
might be termed the only unusual fea- 
ture of the case. His testimony was in- 
troduced as the beginning of an effort 
toward impeachment proceedings of 
the evidence of T. M. Thomas, one of 
the state's main witnesses. 

There was no session of the court in 
the afternoon, owing to the slight ill- 
ness of Colonel W. W. Bennett, leading 
counsel for the defense. .Court will re- 
open tomorrow morning at 8:30 o'clock. 
It is thought that the hearing of testi- 
mony will be concluded tomorrow. 

The first witness sworn this morning 
was J. B. Lyens, who told about the 
location of pistol shots from having 
examined the place of the shooting. He 
said that eight shots must have come 
from the front of the prescription case, 
the place where Fleming Smith ts said 
to have stood. He also found other 
shots, which he thought must have 
proceeded from Smith’s position. He 
found nineteen shots in all. 

Lyens claimed, in effect, that it was 
impossible for a man to be where Mitch 
Thomas claimed to be and see the 
shooting. 

J. C. Knight, the next witness, said 
he ran a hardware store, knew both 
Smith and the Lyenses and saw Fieming 
Smith on the afternoon before the kill- 
ing, when he came to witness’ place of 
business and bought two shells. He 
saw Archie Lyens after the shooting, 
and the top of his hat had been blown 
off. A hat was shown him which he 
said looked like the same hat. He said, 
also, that Archie Lyens’ face seemed to 
be powder-burned. His eyes looked 
powder-burned, also. W. B. Lyens was 
with him, 

Nelson Strickland, the next witness, 
said he knew all the parties. His testi- 
mony was given to show the position 
of shots in the wall, the tendency of 
which was to show that shots in the 
wall came from the south side, the 
place where Fleming Smith is said to 
have been. 

J. H. Brown, the next Witness, said 
he was about 200 yards distant when 
he heard the shooting, and that he ran 
immediately to the drug store and. on 
arrival, asked Sheriff Lyens if he was 
hurt. On learning he was not, witness 
then ran upStairs to where Smith was 
lving, and asked him who did the 
shooting, but Smith dia not reply. :fe 
states Miss Georgia Mae Baker entered 
the room later. Witness left the room 
a few minutes before he died, and 
heard no dying statement at all. Wit- 
ness said that Archie Lyens had a dark 
eye from powder burns, and his hat 
had shot holes in it. Witness identi- 
fied the hat in court. He saw Archie 
Lyens as soon as he could get to the 
store, and was sure of the shot in the 
hat and powder burns on Archie's face.

W. B. Harris, mayér of Franklin, Ga., 
regarding whom rumors recently be- 
came current to the effect that he had 
been arrested as one of the men con- 
nected with the robbery of the bank 


cember 1, 1910, at which time $7,000 of

“Some- 
thing will happen to them when I suc- 
ceed in finding out exactly who they 
were, and I have some pretty strong 
evidence against one or two, whom Il 
have good cause to believe have it in 
for me because of my strong fight 
against the ‘blind tigers’ in Frankiin, 
and I have offered a reward of $100 
for absolute evidence.”’ 

When asked how it wes that the re- 
port became so genera! in this section 
of the state that he had been arrested 
on the statement of a negro that he 
had seen the mayor and town marshal, 
whose name is Vine, go to the cala-

“This negro had been confined there 
for some time, and I knew at once 
that some one had been suppplying 
him with the whisky to gell. e@ took 
the liquor out of the cell and kept a 
close watch over him to see that he 
did not secure any .more. After we 
had removed the whisky, the negro 
stated that he knew who robbed the 
bank, and, unless we gave the whisky 
back to him, he would tell who it was. 
Of course we did not pay any atten- 
tion to his threats, and in a few days 
it became talked around town that 
Vine and myself had been seen going 
through just such capers as you heard. 

“At first the reports did not worry 
me, as I considered them too insig- 
nificant to notice, owing to their 
source? but when the same reports be- 
gan to return from surrounding towns 
and from the newspaper offices in At- 
lanta, I thought that it was about 
time to look into the matter, and tne 
result of my investigation is that cer- 
tain parties who disliked me because I 
upheld the law, put the negro up to 
telling the story incriminating Mr. 
Vine and myself. The negro has been 
closely questioned several times by Mr. 
Frank Loftin, president of the bank, 
and myself, and he has shown by con- 
tradictory statements that someone 
has put him up to saying what he did.”

this is the only hope for us to take 
care of the demands made upon the 
city treasury. We have been called 
upon to increase the appropriations 
for all the departments and to take 
care of several public improvements, 
We can’t do both. The only way out 
of the hole that I can see is to levy a 
epecial school tax, as has been done 
by a number of other cities.” 

No Agreements Reached. 

The finance committee has not yet 
reached any agreement about the ap- 
portionment sheet fer January. It has 
gone over the anticipated receipts and 
endeavored to make cuts in vari- 
directions with a view of securing 
money needed for the increase in 
salaries of the teachers. So far 
the money has not been in sight. 

If a special school tax is levied, the 
way will be clear to make the appro- 
priations for such public improvements 
as the widening of Peachtree street, 
the regrading and repaving of Spring 
street and the opening of 4 driveway 
to Grant park. The repaving of Mari- 
etta street must also be taken care of, 
and there are severa! other street im- 
provements which are being asked for 
by citizens. 

The committee has, first of 
things. considered the increase of the 
salaries of the teachers, and the state- 
ment has been given out that, while 
an increase may be given, it will not 
be as great as has been asked for. 

“A levy of a special tax for this in- 
erease,” state several members of the 
committee, will greatly relieve the sit- 
uation.” 

Heavy Extra Expenses. 

In making up the budget for this 
year, the committee has had to provide 
for over $200,000 for extraordinary ex- 
penses on account of the bond issue, 
the new pump and the new city hall.

STANDARD OIL. 


FIGHTS FOR Urt 


Dissolution Case Being 
Heard in Last Court. 


Milburn, Speaking for the Oil 
Combine, Lauds Rockefeller 
and Denies That There Is 
Anything Criminal About the 
Great Company. 


Washington, January 12.—Standard 
Oil attorneys today argued before the 
supremé court of the United States 
against the proposed dissolution of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey 
as violative of the Sherman anti-trust, 
law. For three hours Jotn G. Milburn, 
of New York, addressed the court. To- 
morrow Frank B. Kellogg, of Minne- 
sota, will present the government's side 
of the controversy. The arguments will 
not be concluded until next Tuesday. 

Mr. Milburn endeavofed to show what 
alleged wrongs the affirmance of the 
dissolution decree of the lower court 
would incur. 

What Rockefeller Did. 

In his history of chaotic conditions 
in the oil business between 1860 and 
1870, due, he said, to an overproduction 
of refining capacity, Mr. Milburn in- 
troduced to the court the character of 
John D. Rockefeller. 

“There was out there in Cleveland,” 
said he, “a young man in the early 
fifties with a small amount of money 
which he had saved, who possessed the | 
gift of genius. He had the genius for 
business, and there is a genius for 
business just vas there is a senius for 
war, or poetry, or painting. That man 
was John D. Rockefeller. He saw that 
this over-production of refineries was 
to be met by volume of business so as 
to withstand the lower profits.” 

He then told how Rockefeller allied 
himself with Andrews, a ‘practical oi! 
refiner, and how, with the exercise of 
Rockefeller’s¢ genius for business and 
their consequent good Standing among 
financiers, they grew rapidly. 

Mr. Milburn dwelt particularly upon 
the period of acquisition which he said 
closed in 1879, the trust agreement of 
1892 and the new arrangement of own- 
ership in 1899. Acquisitions never had 
been made, Mr. Milburn told the court, 
with an intent to restrain or to monop- 
olize interstate trade. Most of the pur- 
chases were maie, he said, before 1879. 

Only Decent Thing to Do. 

“We thought that it was only the 
decent thing to do, if a man came to 
us,” said Mr. Milburn, “with a propo- 
sition to sell out to buy his plant at 
its appraised value. Often it was prac- 
tically worthless, and we could have 
permitted it go te dry rot in his 
hands.”

He denied the charges of the govern- 
ment that the Standard Oil had the ad- 
vantages of such preferences from the 
railroads during the period of acqui- 
sition, that it should now be punished. 
The contracts between the railroads 
and.the Standard were not in restraint 
of trade, he contended, “when viewed 
in the light of the days in which theey 
were made.”’ 

His remarks about the reorganiza- 
tion of the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey in 1899, which is the thing 
which the decree of the lower court 
wotild undo, was summarized by Jus- 
tice Hughes. 

“The net result,” 
Hughes, “is that the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey after 1899 
stood in the place of the trustees, and 
those who held the certificates issued 
by the trustees thereafter held the 
stock of the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey.” 

“Precisely,’’ said Mr. Milburn. “It is 
quite simple when you uneerstand it. 
You see there was the same body of 
common owners. of the property both 
before and after 1899.” 


' Argument eof Standard. 


At this point he referreq to the 
argument of the Standard upon whicn 
it is pinning its faith, in the present 
controversy, that the new arrangement 
of 1899 did not suppress compétition 
in any way because the properties 
before 1899 were not competing, they 
being owned by the same persons. 

One objection to the decree which 
Mr. Milburn voiced was that by com- 
pelling the Standard of New Jersey to 
give to each of its stockholders a nro- 
portionate share in each of the cor- 
porations whose stock it held, the 
smell holders of stock would be se- 
riously embarrassed. For instance, 
the man who owned one share of stock 
in the Standard of New Jérsey would 
set script for 28 cents worth of tsock 
hn one company and $2.50 wortn in 
another. This would not be market- 
able, he suggested. Furthermore, he 
made the statement that the decree 
would be ruinous to much of the prop- 
erty, because the companies had no 
independent existence.

FORTIFY CANAL. 
~ PLEADS TAFT 


President Sends Special 


‘Message to Congress. 


Appropriation of $5,000,000 
Asked to Begin Work on the 
Proposed Defenses--Taft Says 
Canal Is Part of United States 
Coast Line. 


Washington, January 12.—President 
Taft today sent to congress a special 
message urging the fortification of the 
Panama canal, and recommending that 
an appropriation of $6,000,000 for the 
initiation of the work on the proposed 
defenses be made at the present ses- 
sion of the congress. He forwarded 
with the message the report of. the 
special army and navy board, recon® 
mending fortification of the canal. 


“The canal, when completed,” 
the president in his message, “will af- 
ford the only convenient route for 
water communication between Atlantic 
and Pacific coast ports, and virtually 
will be a part of the coast line of the 
United States. Its assured possession 
and control will contfibute to our 
peace, safety and prosperity as a na- 
tion. In my judgment, it is the right 
and the duty og the United States to 
fortify the canal and make capable of 
defense the work that will bear so vital 
a relation to its welfare and that is be- 
ing created solely by it, and at an ex- 
penditure of enormous sums. 

“I have authorized the submission to 
the secretary of the treasury of the 
revised estimate for the appropriation 
referred to in the accompanying letter 
of the secretary of war, which estimate 
is less than the original estimate by 
approximately one-third.”
